Bricf account of -an unofficial conversation 
between Mr. Canning and Mr. P1nx- 
NEY, on the 18th of January, 1809, con- 
tinued on the 22d of the same month. 
(Zransmitted by Mr. Pinkney to the Se- 
cretary of State.} 


I dined at Mr. Canning’s with the Fekns 
diflomatigue, on the \8th January. | Be- 
fore dinner he came up to me, and enter- 
ing into conversation, adverted to a report 


which he said had reached him that the 
MINS MOAT MINCED, (LNCKC AN MT taney 


were about to be recalled. I replied, that 
I was not aware that sucha step had been 
resolved upon. He then took me aside, 
and observed that, secording to his view 
of the late proceedings of Congress, the 
resolutions of the House of Representa- 
tives, in’committee of the whole, appear- 
ed to be calculated, if passed into a law, 
to remove the impediments to arrange- 
ment with the United States, on the sub- 
yects of the orders in council and the Ches- 
apeake, by taking away the discrimina- 
tion between Great-Britain and France 
in the exclusion of vessels of war from 
American ports. He added that it was 
another favorable circumstance that the 
non-importation system, which seemed to 
be in contemplation, was to be applied e- 
qually to both parties, instead of affecting 
as heretofore Great Britain alone. ; 

I proposed to Mr. Canning, that I should 
call on him in the course of a day or two 
forthe purpose of a free communication

the resoletions of sire Muse of Represen- 
tatives, if enacted into a law. might ren- 
der it proper, if not indispens ble, that tne 
affair of the Chesapenke should be setded 
at the sume time with the bustness of the 
orders aud embargo. and this | understood 
tobe Mr. Cunning’s opinion and wish.

or prohibit under penalties voyages to such 
ports, the effect which my lever of the 
23d of August, and my published instruc- 
lions, proposed ta have in Weew, Would not 
be produced; for that vessels although 
cleared for Uritish ports, might when ove 
out go to France instead of coming here; 
that this would in fact be so, (whatever 
the penalties which the American jaws 
might denounce against offvaders) could 
not, he imagined be doubted 3 and he 
therefore presumed that the yovernment 
ofthe United States would aot, after ic 
had itself declired a commerce with 
France, &c. illegal. and us citizens, who 
should engage in it, deluiquents, and af- 
ter having given to Great-Lritain by com- 
pact an interest in the strict observation of 
the prohibition, complain rf the naval force 
of this Country should ass:st in prevenung 
such a commerce. 


2. He asked whether there would be 
any opyection (OMAN tre repeat of ttre 


British orders and the American embarzo 
contemporaneous ? He seemed to consid- 
er this as indispensible. Nothing could 
be less admissible, he said, than that Great- 
Britain, after rescinding her orders, should 
for any time, however short, be left sub- 
ject to the embargo in common with 
France, whose Cecrees were subsisting, 
with a view to an experiment upon France, 

or with any other view. The United 

States. could not upon their own principles 
apply the embargo to this country one 

moment after its orders were temoved, or 

decline after that event to apply it exclu- 

sively to France, and the powers connect- 

ed with her in system. 

I took occasion towards the close of our 
conversation to mention the receut up- 
pointment of admiral Berkley to the Lis- 
bon station. Mr. Canning said, that what- 


| ever might be their inclination to consult 


the feelings of the American government 
on that subgect, it was impossible for the 
admiralty to resist the claim of that officer 
to be employed (no other objection cxist- 
ing against him) after such alupse of time 
since his return from Halifaa, withour 
bringing him to acourt-martial. The u- 
sage of the navy was in this respect differ- 
ent from that of the army. But I under- 
stood Mr. Cagning to say that he might 
still be ‘cought toa court .martial ; al- 
though I did not understand . him to say 
that this would be the case. He said that 
admiral Berkley, in what he had done, 
I did 
not propose te enter inte any discussion 
upon the subject, and therefore contented 
myself with speaking of the appointment 
as onfortunate. 

In both of these conversations, Mr. Can- 
ning’s language and manner were m the 
highest degree conciliatory.

tercourse laws as to Cireat-Britain, and to 
continue them as to France and Holland 
and such other countries as should have 
in force maritume edicts similar to those 
of France, so loug as those edicts remains 
ed; that it would allow jt to be understood 
that the British cruizers might capture A 
Merican Vessels alwmpting to violate the 
embervo and pon Witcrcourse laws so m« 
dified ; that it Would even ayree to wban- 
don quride the present war, alltrece Witu 
enemies’ colonics frum which We Verges 
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cInded in peace; that it wus prepared tr 
rewulate by treaty, the commercial rela- 
tons of the two countries, upon the basis 
of the most favored nation, or upon that 
of reciprocal equality ; and, in a word, that 
it Was extremely desirous of re-establish- 
ing the most perfect good understanding 
and the most friendly connection with 
Great- Britain. 

Mr. Canning proceeded to inform me 
that in consequence of these representa- 
tons, some parts of which he said I had 
myself confirmed in two conversations in 
January, he bad framed and transmitted 
to Mr. Erskine, two sets of instructions, 
dated the 23d ofthat month, but not for- 
warded Ull some time aiterwards, the first 
of which related to the business of the 
Chesapeake, and the second to the orders 
in counci}, and the proposed commercial 
arrangements. ‘Phese instructions, to- 
yether with the passages in Mr. Erskine’s 
letter, written I believe in December last, 
which contained the above mentions rep- 
resentations and some other detatls which 
I ought net to repeat, Mr. Canning read 
to me. 

* Although Mr. Canning miade me ac- 
quainted with Mr. Erskine’s instructions, 
he did not in any degree apprize me of 
the explanations, transmitted by that mio- 
ster, Of the grounds and motives of his 
procecdings; -fi I could not be sure, 
from any thing whieh Mr. Canning had 
stated to me, that | had been made to un- 
derstand the exact nature and character of 
the transaction, JI believed, 
that it behoved me to be particularly care- 
ful how I received what Mr. Canning 
thought fit to disclose to me. In looking 
back upon the past I discovered no in- 
ducements to a less cautious course. J 
remembered that Mr. Canning had not 
told me in our conversations in January 
(one of which occurred the day before the 
date of his letter to Mr. Erskine) that he 
intended to contide to him sich powers as 
he must then have been in the act of pre- 


paring, or indeed any powers at all. 
revere CONfercHces ii Api, ater the ar- 


rival of the Pacific, the same reserve was 
practised. Thatin the last of those con- 
ferences Mr. Canning admitted only (and 
that too upon being pressed by me) that 
in the business of the Chesapeake, he * had 
written to Mr, Erskine, in compliance 
with what he understood to be my wish, 
that the settlement of that affair should 
he transferred to Washington,” that even 
then the time when he had done so was 
not mentioned; and that as to the orders 
in-council, I was suffered to Suppose that 
negociation in America had not been au- 
thorised. It occurred to me, moreover, 
that, as it had already been decided that 
Mr. Erskine was tobe disavowed, and, as 
that decision had been made publicthrough 
the board of trade, I could not hope to 
prevent. that disavowal, and that with my 
imperfect. knowledge of facts, it might be 
worse than useless by laboured discussion 
to attempt it. 

“ With these impressions I could do 
little more than manifest my concern that 
conciiiatey arrangements between the A- 
merican secretary of state and his majes- 
ty’s accredited minister at Washingion, 
acting in consequence and professing to 
act in pursuance of orders from his court, 
were not likely to have that effect which 
was naturally to be expected from them 

* { undertook, however, to declare with 
confidence that the American government 
had met Mr. Erskine’s proposais in a just 
and friendly spirit, aod with a sintere de- 
sire that, while its own honor and essen- 
tial interests were fairly consulted and 
maintained, a liberal respect should be 
shewn for those df Great- Britain,”

“ Mr. Erskine’s instructions concerning 
the orders in council having been laid be- 
fore the House of Commons, are now 
printed. You will find them in the news-

“It is not improbable that when Mr. 
Canning read these instructions to me, | 
inferred from the manner in which the 
three points stated in the Sth, 6th and 7th 
paragriphs, are introduced and connected, 
that they were all considered as suggested 
by Mv. Erskine’s “ report of his conversa- 
tions with Mr. Madison, Mr. Gallatin and 
Mr. Smith:” whether | was led by any 
other cause into the mistake of supposing 
that the third (as well as the first and se- 
esnd) was so suggested, Iam not sure ; 
and it is not very material. 

“ Mr. Canning’s misconception of some 
informal observations from me in January 
Inst, has been in part mentioned in my 
letter of the 6th instant. But the publish- 


ed instructions shew, what I had not col- 


lected from hearing them read, that he un- 
derstood me to have stated “that the A 

merican govcrament was itself aware that 
without an enforcement, by the naval pow- 
er of Great-Britain, of the regulations of 
America with respectto France, those 
regulations must be altogether nugatory.” 
it cannot be necessury to inform you that 
in this, as in the other particulars alluded 
to in my last letter, I have been mmsappre- 
hended. 

“T ought to mention that the strong and 
direct charge against the American go- 
vernment, of * manifest partiality” to 
France, introduced, without any quslifica- 
tion or management of expression, into a 
paper which Mr. Erskine. was authorised 
to communicate in extensy to you, did not 
strike me when flat paper was read to me 
by Mr. Canning.”

“In conversing upon the first of the 
conditions, upon the obtaining of which 
Mr, Erskine was to promise the repeal of 
the British orcersin council, and a spe- 
cial mission, 1 celiected from what was 
said by Mr. Canning, that the exemption 
of Holland from the e fect of our embargo 
and non-intercourse would not have been 
much objected to by the British govern- 
ment, if the government of the United 
States had been willing-to concede the first 
condition, subject tothutexemption. Mr 
Canning observed that the expedient of 
an actual blockade of Holland had occur- 
red to them as being capable of meeting 
that exemption ; but that Mr. Erskine had 
obtained no pledge, express or implied, or 
in any form, that we would enforce our 
hoh-intercourse system against France and 
her dependencies; that our actual svstein 
would, if not re-enacted or continued as to 
France, terminate wah the present. ses- 
sion of Congress ; that for aught that ap- 
peared to the contrary in. your correspon. 
ditice with Mr. Erskine, or in the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation, the embargo and non- 
intercourse laws might be suffered with- 
out any breach of faith to expire, or might 
even be repealed immediately, notwith- 
standing the perseverance of France in 
her Berlin and other edicts; andthat Mr. 
KMrskine had in truth secured nothing 


‘more, as the. consideration of the recall of 


the orders in council, than the renewal of 


American intercourse with Great-Britain. 


Upon the second of the conditions men- 
tioned in Mr. Erskine’s instructions I 
made scveral remarks. I stated that it 
had no necessary connection with the 
principal subject ; that it had Jost its im- 
portance to Great Britain by the reduc- 
tion of almost all the colonies ul her ene- 
inies ; that Datavia was understood net to 
be effected by it; that it could not ap- 
ply to Guadalyupe (the only other uncon- 
quered colony) since it wes admitted that 
we were not excluded from a trade with

ehh te Violate the embargo and non-inter- 
course, continuing as to France, &c. alter 
they should be withdrawn as to Great-Bri- 
tain. They suggested that the United 
States would side with the power revoking 
its edicts against the power persevering.
